In’ 1954, Morshal Juin was 
sacked overnight from all the 
high military posts that came 
under the contro) of the French 
Government because he had 
dealt an unprecedented snub to 
the then Prime Minister, M. 
Laniel, After openly attacking 
the proposed European arniy, he 
ignored a summons to appear 
before the Premier, 


Another time, Marshal Juin 
was asked if he intended to stand 
in the. presidential elections. 
He replied: “Do you think 
1 would give up my title 
of Marshal of France to tale on 
o job which contains far more 
boring chores than rcal powers?” 


The result: France's . No. 1 
‘soldier was banned frem = the 
Elysee Palace. His new enemy, 
President Auriol, announced: “I 
hove decided to give up at least 
one of those boring chorcs—l 
wil no longer ‘recelve Marshal 

uin.” 


1 SAY WHAT I LIKE 


Again, in June, 1952, Juba re+ 
ferred to’ the late /Marshah 
Petaln as being "a victim af the 
vicissitudes of Hitler.” He was 
roundly. eritkcised in the Nationed 


sscmmbly. 

Yet only'n few days later, 
the straight-talking — scidier 
launched o new attack, He sald: 
“France should leave the United 
Nations and ‘slam the docns if 
the Americans continue _ their 
disastrous politics in North 
Africa, In North Africa there 
is nothing to choose between the 
Americans ond vhe Russias."

LIKE MONTY 


In some ways the poeltion of 
Marshal Juin in France could be 
likened to that of Ficld«Marshal 
Lord Montgomery In Britain. 
Both are flery, outspoken charoc~ 
ters. Both have achieved a 
rank trom which they can never, 
efficially, Tebine. 

But Marshals of France con- 
tinuc, to o much greater extent 
than British fleld-marshals, to 
receive the honours of thelr rank 
untll thelr deaths, And when 
Juln speaks on Algeria, it ts 
with special authority and some 
mgnificance. : 

‘He wos bom and bred Jn 
Algeria ond served mest of his 
Army carcer in North Africa. 
Moreover, many pedple consider 
that he {s spolcesman for a view- 
point which Is probably shared 
by many Army officers today, 
Alplionse Juin’s father was 
a gendarme in Algiers; his 
mother was from Corsica, Tho
